2 cups sugar 
2 4 cups flour 
2 cups fresh apples chopped 
fine 
• 
4 eggs 
4 cup water 
I teaspoon allspice 
I teaspoon soda 
I teaspoon vanilla 
4 teaspoon salt 
Cream shortening and sugar 
add all dry ingredients together 
and mix, adding eggs, then 
extracts, apples These will turn 
into one good fruit cake. 
Soak in rum, sherry, or fruit 
brandy for I hour the following: 
I cup pitted prunes 
I cup pitted dates 
I cup candied pineapple 
I cup candied mix fruit 
I cup green or red, cherries 
I cup golden raisins 
4 cup English walnuts 
14 cups chopped pecans 
I 9 oz. jar maraschino cherries 
Add to batter plus I cup jar 
mince meat and any home can 
fruit preserves like watermelon 
or figs, is better. Put together 
and pour in Bundt pan. Bake at 
300 degrees until done.

the free throw, the offended team gets 
to throw the ball in at the nearest in­ 
bounds location. 
When the bonus rule goes into ef­ 
fect, on the fifth foul by a team in the 
half, free throws are awarded just as 
in previous years, and a successful 
free throw results in the bonus free 
throw being awarded. 
Stress on greater sportsmanship 
will applv to the players, and also to 
the 
bench —coaches, 
substitute 
players, managers, or anyone else 
sitting with the team. 
The official who calls a foul is 
directed to point to the offending 
player so that there is no doubt as to 
whom the foul 
has 
been 
called 
against. 
This player then is alloted three 
seconds in which to raise his hand 
well over his head, in a sportsmanlike 
manner, and to likewise lower his 
hand in a sportsmanlike manner. 
Duty of the other official when a 
foul has been called is to observe the 
benches 
for 
displays 
of 
un­ 
sportsmanlike conduct. 
Technical fouls will be called on 
players, 
coaches, 
managers, 
and 
others who fail to display good 
sportsmanship. 
Three cumulative technical fouls 
against a player requires his ex­ 
pulsion from the game. 
Another relatively new rule for 
basketball plays concerns “ dunking,” 
or forcefully cramming the ball 
through the hoop. 
■Technical fouls are assessed for 
this offense, not only during the 
game, but during warm-up periods. 
Should such a technical be called 
during warm-up, the game would 
begin by the opposing team going to 
the free throw line and receiving a 
charity toss, followed by a throw in by 
that team from mid-court, instead of 
the usual game beginning jump at 
center. 
Many of the major changes have 
been in the area of girls basketball, 
which will now nearly follow boys 
rules. 
About the only differences will be 
those rules specifically relating to the 
division of the court between guards 
and forwards, and the six players per 
team. 
Girls may now tie up the ball on the 
floor, jumps on tie balls will be at the 
location nearest the tie incident, 
unless involving players from op­ 
posing ends of the court, and there 
will be a “ player control” foul rule, 
giving the ball out of bounds to the 
defensive team when the offensive 
team commits a foul while in control 
of the ball.
